In due respect to the past, 
which saw only one Southern Cali- 
fornia championship in 1921 when 
a few stalwarts got together with- 
out a coach and with $275 worth 
of equipment to bring Santa Ana 
its first jaysee title, the majority 
of victories have come _ under 
Headcoach Bill Cook’s mentorship. 


Since his start in 1927 when he 
came to the Dons from the Uni- 
versity of Southern California af- 
ter coaching its freshmen team 
for one year, Coach Cook has pro- 
duced four undisputed Southland 
championship elevens. : 

WIN RECORD 

Two years after his arrival, his 
charges nabbed the Southern Cali- 
fornia jaysee crown. They repeat- 
ed this achievement as well in 
1933, 1935, and 1936. In 1937 
they ‘tied with San Bernardino af- 
ter two memorable deadlocks, 7-7, 
and 6-6. 

During the course of their vic- 
tory marches, the Cookmen hung 
up what is possibly a national jun- 
ior college record when they play- 
ed 22 consecutive games without 
defeat. This string of triumphs 
started at the beginning of the 
1936 season after an opening de- 
feat at the hands of Pasadena jay- 
see, and continued until the first 
encounter with the Bulldogs in the 
Rose bowl in 1938.

MAN’S GAME 

The whole scheme is nothing but 
publicity in the eyes of the in- 
structor, who added that she does 
not believe the game is being play- 
ed seriously in any schools or col- 
leges. 

Meanwhile the invasion of 
women into the sport originally in- 
tended for the brawny sex con- 
tinues in non-scholastie organiza- 
tions. The establishment of the 
“Powderpuff league,’? made u 
principally from girl softball play- 
ers of Los Angeles, has been the 
foundation of the game in South- 
ern California this fall. 
FOOTBALL SHORTS 

Alleged to have been originated 
by Jack Spaulding, founder of the 
annual East-West football classic 
in San Francisco, the game is 
dedicated’ by him “to the Women 
of America to develop a health- 
ful and safe sport which will pro- 
mote the physical well-being, alert- 
ness and sportsmanship that the 
women of this country possess.” 


Of greatest interest to watchers 
of the game are the uniforms worn 
by the players. Offically the girls 
wear leather or canvas_ shoes, 
without heels, and football shorts. 
SIX WINGS 

Positions in the backfield are 
similar to the masculine game; but 
the line dispenses with tackles, 
guards, and ends, having instead 
a center and six wings. 

Even the scoring has 
changed by the women’s rules 
committee, with a touchdown 
counting only five points. The of- 
fensive team can kick goal for 
one point whenever they feel like 
it in addition to the three points 
netted by a field goal.

However the committee admits 
that the women can’t take it as 
well as the men, since the two 
teams are allowed to decide the 
length of time in each quarter, 
ranging from five to ten minutes. 

To complete this method of 
“taking the jobs away from the 
men,” the rules make it illegal for 
any man to officiate in any ca- 
pacity in connection with a game 
of women’s football. He can’t 
coach a women’s team; in fact, 
during a game, he can’t even sit 
on the bench.
